“Grocers all over the state must In­ 
augurate an immediate campaign for 
the elimination of waste and extrava­ 
gance”, says Howard Heinz, 
U. S. 
Food Administrator for Pennsylvania, 
in a vigorous statement. 
A pamph­ 
let, setting forth tne desires of the 
Food Administration in this particu­ 
lar 
and 
suggesting 
methods 
and 
means of conservation, is being wide­ 
ly distributed among the trade. 
Mr. 
Heinz's statement says further: 
“The object of this campaign is 
that there may be further conserva­ 
tion of time, energy, equipment and 
pion; and that wholesome food 
may 
be placed in the hands of the consum­ 
er at the lowest possible prices. There 
is need for ‘tightening up’ in all di­ 
rections. 
Among the important sug­ 
gestions I would like to make to gro­ 
cers are these: 
“ Do not order or keep on hand more 
than a thirty days’ supply of sugar or 
flour. 
“ Do not sell mg>re than one-eighth 
barrel of flour to a person residing in 
a town or city, or more than one quar­ 
ter to a person living in a farming 
community. 


“Do not order 
01 keep 
on hand 
more than a 60-day supply of the fol­ 
lowing food commodities and do not 
sell more than a 60-day supply there­ 
of to any one customer: cheese, but­ 
ter, fresh fish, 
frozen fish, 
fresh 
fruits, fre h vegetables, poultry, dried 
prunes, dried raisins, eggs, canned 
peas, canned potatoes, 
canned corn, 
canned salmon, cannel sardines, pure 
rn:'pie sugar, dried apples, molasses 
in bulk. 
“ Wheat flour must not be sold un­ 
less the customer buys wheat substi­ 
tutes at the same time. He must buy 
one pound of wheat 
substitutes 
for 
each pound of wheat flour. 
“Combination sales 
are prohibited, 
except that sugar may be sold in com­ 
bination with cornmeal, 
and 
wheat 
flour must be 
sold with wheat flour 
substitutes. 
“Strict compliance with 
the direc­ 
tions c f the State and County Admin­ 
istrators are essential. The ‘tightening 
up’ process referred 
to 
will include 
penalties inflicted on grocers who are 
careless or indifferent 
about their 
duties. These are necessary for 
the 
protection o£ the nation, as well as 
for the protection of those wise an i 
patriotic tradesmen who are abiding 
by the roles of the Food Administra­ 
tion.”

which are emblazoned 1.1 stars in 
white. The medal, which is the same

They are especially appro­ 
priate* for the guest chamber, being

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In the second design however the 
scallop Is the outstanding feature. 
The pattern for the embroidery la
